Welcome to bottle season, when seemingly every weekend 
calls for a trip to the liquor store to pick up booze for holiday 
parties. But selecting the perfect bottle, especially when it 
comes to wine, is no easy task. 

Just ask Andrea Newberry, 30, owner of food events 
company and blog Forkable. Newberry admittedly is a 
non-wine expert, and she often is left overwhelmed by the 
“hard, cold world of wine selection out there.” More often 
than not she opts for a red wine in her price range or takes 
recommendations from store clerks. “Occasionally the label 
will sway [my] opinion,” she says. 

It doesn’t have to be this way 
The first step to choosing wine for parties is asking 
yourself, “Is the bottle a gift for the host, or is it meant to 
contribute, BYO- style, to the party’s booze stash?” If it’s the 
latter, your solution is simple: Bring what tastes good to you. It’s easier to talk about a 
bottle if it’s famiUar, and chances are you’ll end up sipping it anyway If it’s a gift, don’t 
bring something expecting to drink it. 

So, how do you narrow down aisles upon aisles of wine options? Here are a few 
wine-buying scenarios, plus a cheat-sheet summary to bring to the store. Last but not 
least: Don’t forget to pull off that price tag! erin drain is redeye’s byob columnist. 


IF YOU’RE.- 

in no wine’s land 

Then ... get creative at 7-11 

Uh-oh. You left home for a party empty-handed, and the only option en route Is a 
grocery or convenience store. Stay calm. The wine selection may be limited at best 
(or suspect at worst), so opt for items that won’t spoil easily, such as a bottle of vodka 
and a 2-liter of tonic. That way the recipient can keep the bottle around for future 
parties, and you won’t run the risk of bringing a wine or beer that’s been spoiled by 
sitting too long under harsh florescent lighting. For something more personal and 
winter-themed, assemble a DIY Hot Toddy emergency kit with a box of tea bags, a 
lemon, honey and an inexpensive bottle of bourbon. 

Cheat sheet: Bring sturdy staples or collaborate to create a unique gift.

Parties are hard work! My family has a tradition of winding down with a 
massive brunch the day after Christmas. A low-key affair, this sort of 
casual party is not the time to pull out the big guns. The trick is to think 
inexpensive, fun and drinkable. Consider the Meinklang Frizzante PInot 
Noir ($15.50 at Provenance Food and Wine, 2528 N. California Ave. 
773-384-0699; 2312 W. Leland Ave. 773-784-2314), a fresh, berry-scented 
Austrian rose. At only 10 percent abv, it was an ideal morning sipper. 

Cheat sheet: Easy does it. 


IF YOU’RE.- 

trying to impress a wine iover 

Then ... go smart, or go home 

Definitely the most troublesome category because according to Dean Schlabowske, 
owner of Wicker Park’s Cellar Rat (1811 W North Ave. 773-489-2728), you’ve got to 
figure out what type of wine lover you’re dealing with. Is the host a wine geek who 
favors Old World styling and varietals? Or is he or she a lover of expensive cult 
California cabernets? Chances are you’ll have no idea, so play to your strengths. 

True wine lovers recognize good juice in the glass. Schlabowske recommends the 
2008 Cristom Mount Jefferson Cuvee Pinot NoIr ($33.99) from Oregon as a bottle 
that’s a great pick for both "trendy wine geek types ” and “more mainstream drinkers.” 


Cheat sheet: Classic varietals rule the day. Look for small-production, family-owned 
and/or great vintage bottles to impress the wine lover.

Are you going as a plus-one? Then don’t stress. 
Just showing up with a bottle of wine or a six-pack 
of your favorite beer is a gesture that’s sure to im- 
press the stoniest of strangers. This is the time of 
year when sparkling always is appropriate, so pick 
a price point and find a bottle of bubbly with the 
least-stodgy label. I love L. Mawby Blanc de Blanc 
($18.99 at many Binny’s stores), a champagne- 
method sparkler. Best of all? It’s from Michigan. 
Most wine drinkers don’t tend to buy sparkling 
wines or Champagnes for themselves on a regular basis, so it can be a nice 
surprise-especially if it’s local. Similarly, hometown favorite Half Acre Beer 
Co. recently switched its year-round beers to 16-ounce cans, and the 
packaging of Gossamer Golden Ale ($8.99/four-pack at most Binny’s) is 
bright and cheery. It’s still fairly unusual to see craft beer in cans, so you’ve 
got an instant conversation starter with all those strangers. 


Cheat sheet: Bring a little something, and you’ll impress. And think local!

The zombie apocalypse story, which 
ends its first season Sunday, was an 
instant hit and AMC’s biggest success 
story to date. Executive-produced by 
Frank Darabont and based upon the 
graphic novels by Robert Kirkman (a 
writer-producer here), the series has 
racked up larger viewing numbers than 
AMC’s other acclaimed series, “Mad 
Men” and “Breaking Bad,” combined. 

Its biggest success, however, has 
been telling a disturbing, touching and 
utterly enthralling tale of what it means 
to be human. 

In the five episodes leading to the fi- 
nale, Darabont, Kirkman and Co. have 
introduced about a dozen characters 
(not including the hundreds of zombie 
“walkers”), and although they haven’t 
fleshed out each one fully they’ve made viewers— 
at least this one— care about them all. 

The zombies themselves — a gleeful delight to 
watch despite the horror they cause— never have 


been the point of this story They’re used to drive 
the deeply absorbing plot and to explore how the 
survivors fight to retain their compas- 
sion— their humanity— when choices are 
taken from them. 

Do they choose to fight for their sur- 
vival? Do they lay down and die? Do they 
insure their survival by putting others in 
danger? Or do they help other survivors 
no matter what? Do you show compas- 
sion even to the walkers? 

Otxr reluctant hero, Rick Grimes (An- 
drew Lincoln), demonstrated compassion 
early on, going back to put a legless zombie 
out of her misery “I’m sorry this happened 
to you,” he told her before putting a bullet 
through her reanimated brain. 

“TWD” concludes its far-too-short first 
season Sunday with “TS-19,” in which Rick 
and the survivors hope they have found 
a safe place at the Centers for Disease 
Control headquarters near Atlanta. 

As has been the case throughout the series, solu- 
tions don’t come easily. As choices are taken away 
from them, the survivors are pushed to act or give in 
to despair. It’s a stunning conclusion to a terrific first 
season. Now bring on the next.

OK Go can write a catchy riff, but what really makes the band stand apart is its 
videos. Each new production gets millions of hits on YouTube, and the band has had 
a huge hand in changing how we think about music videos. We spoke with lead singer 
Damian Kulash about some of the band’s past works. 


'C-C-C-Cinnamon Lips’ (2002) 

The band was invited to be on “Chic-A- 
Go-Go,” a “SoulTrain”-like public access 
show in Chicago, so they choreographed 
their first elaborate dance. 

“They didn’t have the technology to 
record any performance so we’d have to 
lip sync,” Kulash said. “Being the contrar- 
ian indie band we were, we were like, "If 
we have to lip sync, the last thing we’re 
going to do is shuffle our feet and look 
like we’re not actually playing. We’re just 
going to {bleeping} swing for the fences 
and try to out-Timberlake Timberlake.’ ” 

'A Million Ways’ (2005) 

At this point, the dancing was solely in- 
tended for OK Go’s live shows. Kulash’s 
sister choreographed this new routine, 
which was again inspired by boy band 
dancing. “We didn’t think of it as a video 
until we filmed a practice session and re- 
alized that the resultant video was itself 
pretty wonderful,” Kulash said. 

'Here it Goes Again’ (2006) 

“We were expecting it to be as suc- 
cessful as A Million Ways,’ or maybe 
even a little bit more,” Kulash said of 
the video in which band members do a 


treadmill dance routine. “When it hit 
a million views in the first day or two, 
that completely shocked us. It seemed 
impossible.” 

This Too Shall Pass’ (2010) 

The video features a Rube Golberg-type 
machine that dances along with the song. 
“I sort of naively thought that we could 
get that done with, I don’t know, one or 
two engineers, maybe a month of full 
time work for a person or two,” Kulash 
said. “It ended up being that we had ... a 
team that was anywhere from 12-40 engi- 
neers during the course of that {shoot}.” 

'White Knuckles’ ( 2010 ) 

In addition to choreographing them- 
selves, this time the band added 17 
trained dogs to the mix. 

“The way we did this was two weeks of 
choreography; it was just five dogs, two 
trainers, the band and my sister,” Kulash 
said. “By the end of those two weeks, we 
had a video of aU of these tricks but edited 
together. ... Then the trainers went and 
rounded up 10 more trainers and 12 more 
dogs and taught everybody their parts. 

We came in for two weeks at the end and 
just did it over and over and over again.”

SANTO DIES AT 70

Ron Santo was remembered across Chicago 
Friday after the legendary Chicago Cubs 
player and broadcaster died Thursday night 
in Arizona. 

Friends of Santo’s family said the North 
Side icon lapsed into a coma on Wednesday 
before dying Thursday Santo, 70, died of 
complications from bladder cancer, WGN- 
AM 720 reported. 

“He absolutely loved the Cubs,” said San- 
to’s broadcast partner, Pat Hughes. “The 
Cubs have lost their biggest fan.” 

Hughes noted that with all the medical 
problems Santo had— including diabetes with 
resulting leg amputations, his heart and blad- 
der cancer— “he never complained. He want- 
ed to have fun. He wanted to talk baseball.” 

“We were together for so long,” said a 
mournful Billy Wiliams, who played along- 
side Santo for many years. “We formed a 
bond. It’s just like losing a brother.” 

The former Cubs third baseman was best 
known to a younger generation for his work 
as an analyst on WGN, the Cubs’ flagship ra- 
dio station. He was expected to return for the 
2011 season. He missed several road trips in 
2010 but insisted he would return. 

“What else am I going to do?” Santo said 
during this past season. “Doing the Cubs

games is like therapy for me.” 

Former Cubs President John McDonough 
compared Santo to Harry Caray the broad- 
casting legend who called games for both 
Chicago teams, noting neither had a filter, 
broadcast with unvarnished emotion and 
were enormously entertaining. 

One of the rare times he saw Santo visibly 
upset, McDonough recalled, was after Frank 
Sinatra Jr. sang during the seventh-inning 
stretch years ago. As Sinatra left the booth, 
he turned to Santo and told him he thought 
Santo was one of the best pitchers he had ever 
seen. “Ronny lost it,” McDonough said. 

Santo was the quintessential Cubs fan and 
made no apologies for his on-air cheerleading 
or his utter frustration over a bad play 


On many occasions, when Santo was upset 
with the way things were going for the team, a 
simple grunt or moan sufficed. 

“I’m a fan,” he explained last summer. “I 


can’t plan what I do. I get embarrassed some- 
times when I hear what I said, like, ‘Oh, no, 
what’s going on?’ But it’s an emotion. 

“This is being a Cub fan.”
